Hahn Takes Over Torrance North Section in His District
With the. realignment this 

week of county supervisoral 
districts, a much larger por­ 
tion of the Torrance area 
will now he represented in 
county affairs by Supervisor 
Kenneth Hahn.

The? supervisor abruptly 
without public notice or 
public hearings — after a 
year and a half of secret 
committee "star chamber" 
sessions — realigned the 
five county districts, osten­ 
sibly to equalize as much as 
possible differences in popu­ 
lation in the districts.

Harm was the only dis­ 
senting voter, declaring that 
more study was needed in 
1hr» matter. He welcomed, 
however, the inclusion In his 
second district of the area 
aouth of the old boundary 
lit IfHMh street to take in the 
Carson area and North Tor- 
ranee, bounded on the west 
by the Hedondo Reach city 
limit, bv Carson Avenue and 
22.'lrd Street on the south, 
and by the San Diego Free­ 
way on the east.

As a result, Supervisor 
Burton Chace, who formerly 
represented most, of Tor­ 
rance, will now cover the 
iouthern section of the city.

Under the first major re- 
dfstriding in 10 years, Chace 
will surrender jurisdiction of 
portions of his Fourth Dis­ 
trict to Hahn.

Hahn will assume juris­ 
diction of Culver City, Mar 
Vista and a portion of the 
Torrance area, which will 
jfive residents in the latter 
city representation by two 
•upervisors.

The plan, approved with 
tittle debate, was described 
by Chare as a forward step 
In the over-all pattern to 
provide residents of the 
county with closer represen­

tation consistent with popu­ 
lation patterns.

Chace expressed personal 
regret at relinquishing ma­ 
jor areas of his district.

"Mr. Hahn is familiar with 
problems in the Torrance 
area. It is with considerable 
regret that I am sunvmler- 
ing a portion of this rapidly 
growing sector, but I am 
satisfied that Supervisor 
Hahn will provide every 
service to his new constitu­ 
ency," Chace added.

Hahn cast the dissenting 
} vote on the r e d i s t r i c t 
vote on the redistricting 
while appealing for a week's 
continuance to give the mat­ 
ter adequate study. He also 
asked for "straighter and 
more distinct boundaries 
along major streets."

Hahn stated:
"It is my feeling that the 

board of supervisors could 
do a letter job of redistrict­ 
ing the boundaries than 
what was presented by the 
special supervisorial district i 
boundary committee.

"This board has repeated­ 
ly endorsed reapportionment 
of the State Senate, and cer­ 
tainly we could have a more

equal population load spread 
in our own districts.

"I am happy to have the 
new areas of Culver City. 
Carson- North Torranee, and 
Mar Vista and 1 shall give 
them the same high service 
that the rest of my district 
has received. I will be pleas­ 
ed to work with local city 
officials, the local chambers 
of commerce and community 
groups to help solve the 
many problems that face all 
of us in Los Angeles Coun­ 
ty," he said.

"1 look forward with plea­ 
sure to representing this dis­ 
trict on the board of super­ 
visors, as these communities 
have a fine record of pro­ 
gress, good schools, good 
churches, fine industries and 
happy communities," Hahn 
added.
